The births for the year number_11,483 equel to 
20-01 per 1,0:0 of the populstion. This is a very low 
rete but is fortunect ely set off by a continuous fail in the 
death rates. Deaths number 4,877 equal to 8.73 per 1,900 
of the mean population. ‘For the last five ycars the rates 
have been = 10.52, 10.45, 9259, 9.15 and 8.73. 


fhe Death Rate of Infants under 1 year o14 was 
45 per 1,000 births, the lowest yot. 


Marriages. 4,503 equal to 8.06 per 1,000 of 
meén population, the highest since 1922.
